| MeBOUGALL’S MUSINGS 


The Scottish Ploughman Poet 


Robert Burns, or Burness, as they 
were accustomed to spell the name, was 
born in 1759 on the 25th day of Janu- 
ary, so that it is just 156 years this week 
since the author of ‘Tam O’ Shanter,” 
“The Twa Dogs,” “The Cottar’s Sat- 
urday Night,” and “The Jolly Beg- 
gars” first saw the light of day. He was 
buried in Dumfries and got a great 
funeral as he was a member of the local 
volunteers he got military honors and 
the captain took care that the awkward 
squad did not fire a volley over the 
poet’s grave. A few days before he 
died, the captain of the volunteer com- 
pany called to see Burns and was told 
by the invalid not to allow the firing 
over his grave by the awkward squad. 

There is a genial article on Burns on 
the editorial page of the Boston Herald 
for Saturday, the 23rd inst., which tells 
us how the anniversary of the man who 
wrote the songs of the heart is so gen- 
erally observed. I agree with what the 
Herald says as to why great writers like 
Milton, Shakespeare, Scott and others 
have had to give place to the author of 
“The Twa Dogs,” yet I think that the 
Herald is mistaken when it says that 
Burns did not write much. I think that 
he wrote a great deal in his short life of 
thirty-six years. I recommend all the 
readers of the Townsman to read this 
notice of Robert Burns in the Boston 
Herald of the 23rd of this month. I 
recollect the one hundredth anniversary 
of the ploughman poet which was held 
in our town hall in the town in Scotland 
in which I then lived. The man who 
read “The Cottar’s Saturday Night” 
is now “with God”. The parish clergy- 
man, who read “The Address to the 


with kirk quarrels; yes, it is true that in 
fifty-six years almost all persons over 
twenty are through with this world and 
all its joys and sorrows. At that anni- 
versary I read the lines written in the 
“Hermitage of Nithside.”” My mother 
said that these lines on Nithside Her- 
mitage were head and shoulders above 
mediocrity and would stamp the man 
who wrote them as a thinker and a poet. 

A few years ago Lord Roseberry was 
the chairman at the anniversary at Ayr 
and in his address told the audience 
that as a young man he had three am- 
bitions—to get an M. A. at Oxford 
University, to win the Derby, and to be 


prime minister of Great Britain. All 


these three ambitions had been grati- 
fied; yet the honor of being chairman 
at the anniversary of the peasant poet 
who wrote ‘A man’s a man for a’ that” 
was greater than anything he had yet 
attained. Roseberry then quoted the 
stanza 


“The King can mak a belted Knight, 

A Marquis, Duke, and a’ that, 

But an honest man’s aboon his might 
Guid faith he mauna fa’ that; 

For a’ that and a’ that 

Their: dignities and a’ that, , 

The pith o’ sense and pride 0’ worth 

Are higher ranks than a’ that.”

FOR POLISH RELIEF 


My Dear Mr, Editor: 
As I have noticed several bright- 
eyed little girls wearing Polish flags on 
their coats I thought it might be well to 
call the attention of your readers to the 
efforts being made to help Poland. On 
Saturday, February 6, throughout the 
state every one is asked to buy a Polish 
flag for ten cents, or any larger sum that 
generosity dictates. 

Until recently few people have real- 
ized the extremely pitiable condition of 
Poland where. six million people are 
without shelter and thousands are living 
in holes in the ground with nothing to 
eat but roots and bark, three. quarters 
of the country being devastated. 

Madame Szumowska Adamonski is 
at the head of this movement and she 
says referring to the little flags— 

“It is not much, but in my poor coun- 
try, the relief committee informs me, 
they can support a man or a woman all 
entire day for the 10 cents, so there is 
chance for even the poorest to give us 
a helping hand. On February 6, when 
we will be ready for this sale, I have great 
hopes of securing a substantial amount. 

“Poland is the Belgium of the East. 
For 20 weeks now the armies of the 
three great powers have been rolling 
back and forth over Polish territory. 
During these 20 weeks my people have 
seen the grain threshed and taken away, 
their vegetables dug from the ground, 
and even their household furnishings 
and trinkets carted bodily from their 
homes. Three-fourths of the great ter- 
ritory has been converted into a desert 
sodden with blood and lighted by in- 
cendiary fires, Over 500 towns and vil- 
lages have been razed and several mil- 
lions of people are wandering homeless 
and hopeless amid the rigors of the 
winter season. 

“America has been so good to Bel- 
gium, it does seem as if some little 
share of charity could be diverted to 
my country in its time of distress.”
